Anthony Eames, born in Dor¬ 
setshire, England, about 1595-6, 
married Margery (Priss) Pierce 
about 1615. He died in Marsh¬ 
field 1686. 

Anthony was the son of 
Thomas Eames of Fordington, 
St. George, Eng., who married 
Millicent 
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Anthony and wife Margery 
came to America in 1634; lived 
at Charlestown; Hingham 1636; 
finally settling in Marshfield in 
1640. 

Children: John, baptized-Jan. 
24, 1618, died November. 1641; 
Persis, bapt. Ocfc. 28, 1621, mar¬ 
ried Michael Pierce about 1645; 
Elizabeth, bapt. June 13, 1624, 
married (perhaps) Edward 
Wilder; Justus, bapt.
